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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


- Section 23 of the Land Acquisition Act , 1894, enjoins that in deter 
mining the amount of compensation for land to be acquired under the 
Act, the Court shall take into account the market value of land on 
the date of publication of notification under section 4 of the Act. 
When the intervening period between the date of notification and the 
date of acquisition is long, the owner is entitled to a compensation 
which is wholly insufficient to buy an equivalent area of land with 
similar advantages. Our aim should be to pay a fair and reasonable 
price for land to be acquired , and to pay a price much below the 
market price is undoubtedly unfair and unreasonable. The Law 
Commission has also recommended that as far as possible everyone 
who is deprived of his property by compulsory acquisition should 
be awarded a compensation so as to place him in substantially the 
same position in which he was before the acquisition . Hence the
